ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA

WESTERN AUSTRALTA: 


We were pleased to welcome a number of visiting systematic entomolo- 
gists, including Miss H.M. Brookes, Dr. C.N. Smithers and Dr. T.E. 
Woodward, to look over the insect collection of the Department of 
Agriculture. We hope that the range of material available for study will 
become more widely known as a result of the visit. 


A recent valuable acquisition to the collection is an extensive 
collection of mosquitoes donated by the University of Western Australia. 
Comprising more than 1100 specimens of about 40 species, it includes much 
valuable material from the Ord River district. 


Mr. Athol M. Douglas, a local member of the Society, recently had a 
letter published in the "West Australian" newspaper. He wrote: 


"I was delighted to read your report that a survey is to be made of our 
national parks by a group with varied expertise. However, as usual, 
there is no entomologist as a member and I do not mean an agricultural 
entomologist. 

Insects are essential for continuance of flora, and many West Australian 
insects which pollinate flowers have not been collected or seen for many 
years, as can be proved by inspection of museum and private collections, 
especially of native bees. 

The inclusion of a competent field entomologist, who can identify insects 
on the spot, is essential." 


This is not only worth recording because of the rarity of 
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entomologists being mentioned in the press, but also because the point 
made is of general interest to entomologists, and is no doubt relevant to 
other states too. 


A report on the very successful 6AGM held in Western Australia 
appears elsewhere in this Bulletin.

SOUTH AUSTRALTA: 


Professor Carroll M. Williams, of Harvard University, U.S.A., 
visited South Australia in September to deliver the sixth David Rivett 
Memorial Lecture - a biennial lecture held in memory of Sir David Rivett, 
formerly Chief Executive Officer and later Chairman of the Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research. Professor Williams, a leading world 
authority on the endocrine control of insect growth and metamorphosis, 
spoke to the title, "Everything you wanted to know about insect hormones... 
but were afraid to ask". 


Professor Williams also gave two seminars on insect hormones for the 
Department of Entomology and Agricultural Biochemistry, respectively, at 
the Waite Agricultural Research Institute. 


Mr. Ken Fairey, of the Forestry Commission of New South Wales, spent 
time in South Australia at the end of August collecting larvae of 
Pterolocera spp. (Lepidoptera: Anthelidae). Department of Agriculture 
records led to successful collecting of P. anplicornis larvae at one site 
2 miles south of Virginia, S.A. 


Waite Institute 


Dr. Derek Maelzer returned at the end of August from study leave. 
He spent the first 7 months in Canberra - 4 months with the Research 
School of Biological Sciences, A.N.U., where he was involved with 
initiating a study on the assessment of insect damage to gum seedlings in 
Kosciusko State Park, and 3 months with CSIRO Division of Entomology, 
developing a computer model for populations of rose aphid on roses. The 
last 4 months he spent at Townsville carrying out further work on the 
model. 


Mr. Ian McLaren, of the Victorian Department of Agriculture, visited 
the Institute for discussions with Professor Tom Browning and Mr. Iman 
Abdulrahman on the biological control of red scale.

California. 


Professor W.R. Atchley, of Texas Technological University, Lubbock, 
Texas, will spend 3 months in the Genetics Department from 1 January 1974, 
engaged on biometrical studies of grasshoppers. 


Monash University 


Dr. George Ettershank of the Department of Zoology is collaborating 
with Dr. John French (CSIRO Division of Building Research) and the 
Victorian Plant Research Institute in laboratory and field trials using 
juvenile hormone analogues as possible control agents against Argentine 
ants. 


La Trobe University - Department of Zoology 


Professor I.W.B. Thornton spent 4 months in Fiji and Tonga collecting 
Psocoptera. 


Dr. A.T. Marshall has just returned from 9 months study leave at 
Imperial College Field Station in Britain, where he worked on a variety 
of topics - cuticular secretions of ectoparasitic Lepidoptera, analyses 
of neurosecretory granules in pupal ocellar nerves of Sarecophaga, and 
physiological and morphological studies on ion and water transport in 
nymphs of Homoptera and larvae of Ephydridae (Diptera). Dr. Marshall 
returned via Hong Kong, where he collected grasshoppers for the Australian 
National Insect Collection. He also visited Kenya to collect, and while 
in Nairobi he endeavoured to meet Dr. T. Odhiambo of the International 
Centre for Insect Physiology and Ecology, but was not allowed past his 
secretary: 


Dr. W. Danthanarayana is spending the second half of 1973 on an 
Alexander von Humboldt senior research fellowship at the Justus Liebig 
University, Giessen, West Germany. He is working with Professor W. Stein 
on a project to study the importance of waste deposits as sources of 
insect pests of public health significance. In particular Dr. Dan is 
studying the population ecology of a blowfly (Lucilta sp.) in the urban 
environment. He is due to return in January 1974. 


Dr. T.M. Beattie has joined the Department as a Research Fellow. He 
has previously been working on neurosecretory systems in the cockroach 
Periplaneta americana, particularly on the functions of these systems in 
controlling circadian rhythms. 
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Mr. Ian McLaren has commenced a Ph.D. project supervised by Dr. Tim 
New and Professor Thornton, provisionally entitled "Studies on host 
selection by parasites of citrus red scale".

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AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY: 
CSIRO Division of Entomology 


Many members will be saddened to learn of the death of Dr. D.P. Clark, 
head of the Division's Locust Section, on 31 October while on a field trip 
at Cunnamulla. Doug Clark was a personal friend of many Australian 
entomologists, and his good-humoured and unassuming company, as well as 
his extensive knowledge of locusts, will be greatly missed. 


Dr. D.H. Colless will be overseas for about 14 months from January 
1974, He has been awarded a Fulbright Scholarship, and he plans to spend 
most of his time in the U.S.A., at the Universities of Stony Brook, N.Y. 
and Ann Arbor, Michigan. 


The textbook “Insects of Australia" has been reprinted, and copies 
are now available in Australia through bookshops. The recommended retail 
price is $21.80. A supplement to bring the book up to date is nearing 
completion, and will be published later. 


A report on the results of the entomological survey in the Alligator 
Rivers area of the Northern Territory has now been completed. About 65,000 
specimens were taken during the three phases of the survey (before, during 
and after the wet season). Some 4,500 species have so far been recognised. 
It is estimated that about 50% of the species of Coleoptera and 40% of 
the species of Lepidoptera will prove to be new. 


Mr. Tom Weir of the Darwin Museum spent about two weeks in the 
Division during October. He was using the A.N.I.C. to assist his identifi- 
cation of Northern Territory material. 


The Chief of the Division, Dr. D.F. Waterhouse, has recently been 
honoured by the award of the Farrer Medal, in recognition of his efforts 
towards rationalisation or elimination of the use of persistent pesticides. 


Cotton entomology 


The CSIRO Executive has initiated a research project to investigate 
the insect pests of cotton, which constitute the major problem facing 
cotton growers in Australia. Insecticide resistance is developing in the 
valleys of the Ord and Namoi Rivers, and insecticide usage is becoming 
increasingly costly to farmers as well as creating serious environmental 
problems. The work will be aimed at achieving an acceptable level of pest 
management, whereby insect damage is kept below a tolerable limit by 
improved farm practices and other non-chemical means of control, and 
insecticides are only used when pest numbers exceed this limit. Staff are 
at present being recruited to the project, which is incorporated in the 
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Cotton Research Unit of the Division of Plant Industry.

NEW SOUTH WALES: 
N.S.W. Department of Agriculture, Rydalmere 


Mr. John Gellatley is now overseas and will visit research centres in 
Hawaii, California, Florida and South Africa. His main interests lie in 
the integrated control of citrus pests. 


Dr. Alan Black, who obtained his Ph.D. from the University of 
Newcastle, N.S.W., has returned from the University of California at 
Riverside where he gained post-doctoral experience under Dr. T.R. Fukuto. 
He has recently joined the entomology staff at Rydalmere, and is working 
on insecticide metabolism and techniques of spraying insecticides. 


University of Sydney 


After his acceptance of the 1973 Farrer Memorial Medal on September 
27, Dr. D.F. Waterhouse delivered his oration “Insects and Wheat in 
Australia" to an audience of around 100 in the Great Hall of Sydney 
University. He pointed out the seriousness and implications of the stored 
grain beetle resistance to malathion, and said that it would appear that 
farm sanitation is the best way to overcome the problem of grain 
infestation. 


The University received enthusiastically the visit by Professor 
Carroll Williams on Tuesday, October 9. Before his lecture on "Hormones, 
genes and metamorphosis", Professor Williams spent an informative time 
with separate groups of zoologists and entomologists, where the research 
activities of the groups were outlined and discussed.

The Austrabian Mus ewn 


In the’ Museum's Entomology Department current work on the Psocoptera 
involves material from Lord Howe and Norfolk Islands, as well as material 
from subantarctic islands and from caves. The Australian species of the 
genus Taentostigma are next on the list for revision. This genus 
includes some of Australia's biggest "“booklice", although basically the 
species are leaf-dwellers. 


On the subject of the migration of Lepidoptera, the accumulated 
records of movements of the Caper White (Anaphaets java) are due for 
close inspection to see what patterns, if any,are discernible. I shall 
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be pleased to have reports of movements of this species as well as of the 
Painted Lady (Vanessa kershaw1); the latter was moving in spectacular 
numbers at least during September and October. 


We have had visits from Dr. Harry Uther Baker, Arturs Neboiss and 
Arthur C. Allyn. Arthur Allyn is Director of the Allyn Museum of Entomology, 
Sarasota, Florida; his main interests are Lycaenidae and Hesperiidae 
(Lepidoptera), and certain microstructures in Lepidoptera. 


C.N. Smithers 
University of New England 


Late on 20 September Professor JohnT. Salmon arrived in the Department 
of Zoology. He had come from Binna Burra, Queensland, and left early the 
next morning for Gunnedah and places west and south. John is from the 
Victoria University of Wellington, New Zealand, and his name is inseparably 
linked with studies on Collembola. He has been spending sabbatical leave 
travelling in east coast areas of Australia, particularly north Queensland. 


In the middle of postal and air transport troubles Darcy Gilmour drove 
Professor Carroll Williams of Harvard University to Armidale from Sydney. 
Carroll gave a scientific lecture and a public address in his own inimitable 
style; both were well received, as they deserved to be. We learned the 
latest in theory and techniques of insect development from the master of 
the subject. Carroll also discussed a range of developmental problems with 
a streamof staff and students in his "free" time. We found his visit most 
stimulating and are grateful to CSIRO for making it possible. On Saturday, 
13 October, Armidale being once again in contact with other places, Carroll 
left by air for Brisbane, and we were sorry to lose him. 


Dr. Aola M. Richards of the School of Zoology, University of N.S.W., 
will be spending Study Leave in 1974 at the Department of Zoology and 
Applied Entomology, Imperial College, London. One of her projects will be 
on the taxonomy of the Australian Henicidae (Gryllacridoidea) and she will 
be taking specimens for comparison with types in London and Vienna. 


Thus, slowly, but surely, the number and range of Australian insect 
taxa reliably compared with types held overseas is building up. Although 
no real substitute for having the types here, material compared with types 
by a recognised worker is very valuable and can speedily settle taxonomic 
uncertainties.

Dr. Mackey, 
of the Biology Department, University of Papua New Guinea, would be grate- 
ful for any specimens of the larger Lepidoptera from Papua New Guinea for 
use in his research. If possible, specimen labels should include 
altitude details. 


Professor K.P. Lamb recently led a party of undergraduate students 
from the University of Papua New Guinea on a study tour of entomological 
projects at D.A.S.F., Bubia, and Bulolo Forestry Research Station. The 
tour ended with a collecting trip to the summit of Mt. Kaindi under the 
guidance of Dr. J. Linsley Gressitt of the Wau Ecology Institute. 
Unfortunately cloud moved in on the mountain and adversely affected the 
usually active and diverse insect fauna, but many interesting species were 
nevertheless collected, especially from the moss forest zone. Among these 
were some fine examples of the large, leaf-feeding, moss forest weevils 
belonging to the genus Gymnopholus (subgenus Symbtopholus), including 
G. (S.) ltehentfer Gressitt. These unusual weevils carry a variety of 
lichens, hepatics, fungi and algae in modified depressions ontheir backs. 


The Commonwealth and States Entomology Committee held its 5th meeting 
at Lae from 16-19 October. A post-meeting tour at the weekend included a 
visit to the Bubia Agricultural Research Station near Lae to look at 
insect pests of rice, coconut, cocao, sorghum and other crops. Members 
also visited the Forestry Research Station at Bulolo, the Wau Ecology 
Institute, and Kainantu, Aiyura and Goroka to look at insect pests of 
coffee, sweet potato, strawberry and other highland crops.

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NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF QUEENSLAND 


As usual, no meeting of the Society was held during August, and at 
the September meeting Dr. B.M. Doube of CSIRO Long Pocket Laboratories 
addressed members on his work involving the kangaroo tick Ornithodoros 
gurneyt in the South Australian desert. 0. gurneyt feeds principally on 
the red kangaroo. The talk illustrated well the host/parasite relation- 
ship, and resulted in a stimulating discussion period. 


The highlight of the Society's recent activities was of course the 
Jubilee Symposium and Dinner on 22 September, which provided some thought- 
provoking addresses and an opportunity to renew some old friendships. 

Both functions were well attended, and souvenir coasters featuring the 
Society emblem in gold sold in large numbers. Proceedings of the 
Symposium will be published later in the year, with the help of the 
Australian Entomological Society. 


The Society has elected two new Honorary Life Members: 
Dr. A.R. Brimblecombe who retired as Director of the Entomology Branch, 
Queensland Department of Primary Industries in July of this year, and 
Mr. J.G. Brooks of Cairns, an enthusiastic coleopterist and a regular 
contributor to the News Bulletins of both the Ent. Soc. Qld. and the Aust. 
Ent. Soc. ‘Life histories' of both can be found in the September 1973 
News Bulletin of the Ent Soc. Qld. 


In October Professor Carroll Williams, the noted insect physiologist 
of Harvard University, U.S.A., addressed the Society and also gave a 
public lecture at the University of Queensland. Two interesting and well- 
attended functions. 


The Society recently formed a Fauna Subcommittee consisting of 
G.B. Monteith (Chairman), I. Naumann (Secretary), E.C. Dahms and 
R.I. Storey. The function of the subcommittee will be to collate 
entomological information in support of areas thought worthy of National 
Park status. It will also arrange Society outings to such target areas 
for the purpose of collecting information on their insect faunas. Two 
areas have been selected for initial attention, the area of rainforest 
between Bamaga and Somerset, at the tip of Cape York Peninsula, and the 
rainforest plateau in Bulburin State Forest, in the Many Peaks Range near 
Miriam Vale. The subcommittee would welcome any useful information on 
insects from either of these two areas.

The Society's Sixth Annual General Meeting was held at the 
Quindanning Hotel, Quindanning, Western Australia over the weekend 11-12 
August. In all 32 people attended: 27 members, three wives of members, 
and two invited non-members. The Organizing Committee comprised 
Mr. S.J. Curry (Convenor), and Messrs. P.N.M. Forte, B.P. Springett and 
M.M.H. Wallace. 


Members travelled together in a bus from Perth on the Saturday 
morning, with stops to inspect areas replanted to trees by Comalco Ltd. 
following their strip mining for bauxite in the Jarrahdale district, and 
to see areas of jarrah forest affected by the root rot fungus Phytophthora 
cinnamont near Dwellingup.

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Australia” occupied the afternoon. The speakers, and the titles of their 
papers were:

Dr. J.A.L. Watson: "Harvester termites (Drepanotermes) in north- 
western Australia”. 


Mr. C.A. Green: "Speciation in Anopheles annultpes and its bearing 
on practical entomology”. 


As the hotel was not able to accommodate all those attending the 
meeting, a bus provided a shuttle service for the overflow to a motel at 
Williams, some 20 miles away. All members came together for the Society 
Dinner in the evening, for which Mr. Forte had arranged an excellent 
selection of Western Australian wines, including the first vintage of a 
1973 Rhine Riesling produced from grapes grown at Mount Barker Research 
Station by Sandalfords of Perth. We were privileged to taste this vintage 
before it reached the market in September.

Members may well have been surprised to learn of the recent promul- 
gation of a new regulation (13A) under the Customs Act, which prohibits 
the export from Australia of live or dead insects, except with the 
approval of the Minister for Science or of a person authorised by him. 


Apparently, no serious attempt was made to assess the majority 
Opinion of entomologists in the country before this important change was 
initiated, nor was our Society accorded the courtesy of consultation on 
the scientific propriety of the proposals at any stage. 


The Executive considers that so remarkable a deficiency should be 
redressed, as far as possible, and at the earliest appropriate opportunity; 
it therefore proposes to survey the views of the membership as soon as the 
full manifestations of the new regulation are clear. Meanwhile, members 
who may have points to make or views to express concerning this national 
entomological issue are invited to do so through the medium of this News 
Bulletin.

NEW BOOKS

"Perspectives in Aphid Biology", edited by A.D. Lowe. Bulletin No. 2 of 
the Entomological Society of New Zealand (Inc.), C/- Box 95, Lincoln 
College, Canterbury, New Zealand. Published August 1973, bound, 123 pp., 
price NZ$7.50 posted. 


This well-presented and ambitious production by a sister society is 
a collection of papers given at an Aphid Symposium held in New Zealand 
immediately after the 14 International Congress of Entomology. Many of 
the authors are world authorities on aphid biology and have been active 
on the International Biological Programme Committee on the Biological 
Control of Aphids, which gives added authority to their interesting and 
thought-provoking essays on various aspects of the biology of these 
unusual and very successful insects. 
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Titles of the contributions are: Aphid biology in New Zealand 
(A.D. Lowe, N.Z.); Host selection and host specificity in Aphidius 
smithtt (M. Mackauer, Canada); Pathogens of aphids (I.M. Hall, U.S.A.); 
Biotypes of aphids (V.F. Eastop, U.K.); Polymorphism in aphids [abstract 
and references only] (L.M. Russell, U.S.A.); Aphid host plant relation- 
ships (H.F. van Emden, U.K.); Aphid polymorphism as affected by diet 
(T.E. Mittler, U.S.A.); Population structure in aphid colonies (M.J. Way, 
U.K.); Computer simulations of aphid populations (R.D. Hughes, Australia); 
Insects as vectors of plant pathogens (K.G. Swenson, U.S.A.); The 
ecological implications of parthenogenesis (W.C. Clark, N.Z.). 


The final two papers are not concerned exclusively with aphids, and 
the last on parthenogenesis deserves special comment. The author 
demonstrates, with examples from most of the animal kingdom, how partheno- 
genesis is far from being an "evolutionary blind alley" but instead 
enables organisms by rapid reproduction to colonise fluctuating and 
unstable habitats, and probably without as much prejudice to evolutionary 
plasticity as has been supposed. This new look at an old subject 
deserves to be read by all biologists.

"Insects and Other Arthropods of Medical Importance", edited by Kenneth 
G.V. Smith. London: British Museum (Natural History), 576 pp., 12 plates 
(2 full colour), tropical case binding. ISBN O 565 00720 3. Price £6.50; 
obtainable from booksellers or from the Publications Department, British 
Museum (Natural History), Cromwell Road, London SW7 5BD, U.K. (postage 
and packing 50 p). 


This book, which was due to be published at the end of October, is 
intended primarily for the identification of insects and other arthropods 
of importance in human medicine. Each of the sixteen contributors is a 
specialist on the taxonomy of the group concerned, with, in some cases, 
practical field experience of arthropod-borne diseases abroad. There is 
much information on the role of disease vectors and their biology, and 
venomous stinging and biting insects and arachnids are also included. 

All groups are treated on a world basis. 


Extensive bibliographies provide a stepping stone to the specialist 
literature, which should be of great value to students. Certain special 
chapters and a detailed subject index should facilitate use of the book 
by public health officers and others not as directly involved as the 
medical entomologist for whom it is mainly intended. 


The above comments are based on the publisher's information leaflet. 
I have not yet seen the book, but earlier compendia on this subject have 
been out of date for quite some time, and this book will be invaluable if 
it provides a concise summary of present knowledge. Hopefully it will 
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also stimulate more interest in this field of entomology that is often 
rather neglected, especially in Australia.

JOURNAL 
The Chief Editor, Dr. K.L.S. Harley, reports as follows: 


The volume of material submitted for publication in the Journal 
continues at a satisfactory level. Volume 11 (1972) contained 351 pages 
but the increase over Volume 10 (1971) was due partly to publication of 
addresses and reports delivered at the 14 International Congress of 
Entomology. Volume 12 (1973) is expected to contain approximately 320 


pages. 


Library subscriptions to the Journal have now increased to 199 
and, coupled with the increase in membership, have necessitated the edition 
being increased from 750 to 800 copies per issue. 


During the year the Editorial Board was increased to eight members 
by the appointments of Mr. M. Casimir, Dr. D.K. McAlpine, Dr. H.E. Paterson 
and Prof. I.W.B. Thornton. 


It is anticipated that the style and format of the Journal wiil 
be altered as from part 1 of Volume 13. The new format will be in keeping 
with modern presentation of comparable publications. 


NEWS BULLETIN 
The News Bulletin Editor, Mr. P. Ferrar reports: 


Four issues of the News Bulletin have been produced since the 
last report. The first appeared over a month late, being delayed so that 
news of the 14 International Congress of Entomology could be included, and 
subsequent numbers have gradually returned to the customary date of issue. 


Early trouble with printers following the move in Bulletin production 
from Sydney to Canberra has now been overcome, and I hope that the present 
fairly neat appearance of the Bulletin will be maintained. 


Material appearing in the Bulletin has been reasonably varied, 
and for this I would particularly like to thank the Regional Councillors, 
most of whom have sent regular contributions of news. from their areas, and 
Mr. J.G. Brooks, who has continued to contribute his “News from Far North 
Queensland".

Councillor Mr. K.L. Taylor in Hobart. In September 1972 Dr. F.S. Anderson 
from Denmark spoke on the use of simple models in the study of population 
dynamics. In June 1973 Mr. D. de Little discussed eucalypt-defoliating 
paropsine beetles. Despite a number of transfers to other States, 
Tasmanian membership has been maintained through the election of new 
members. 


GENERAL REMARKS AND ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


It is just twelve months since the 5th Annual General Meeting, 
and this Report therefore covers an unusually short “annual term". 
Nevertheless, the net increase of membership was 41 during an 1l-month 
period, compared with an increase of 24 during the preceding 14-month 
period. This increased rate of growth has been paralleled by an 
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increase in the receipt of new subscriptions to the Journal. Both may 
well have been “spin off" from the Society's involvement in the 14 
International Congress of Entomology. The Executive hopes that membership 
will pass the 500 mark before the conclusion of its term of office, and 
there seems to be every prospect that it will do so. 


If the custom of holding Annual General Meetings in association 
with ANZAAS Congresses is continued, the present Executive's term of 
office, which began in August 1969, will conclude at the 7th Annual 
General Meeting in January 1975. The Executive hopes that an offer will 
be forthcoming from members in another centre to assume responsibility 
for the management of the Society. 


The smooth running of the Society has been made possible only 
by the active co-operation of Councillors, and the assistance given by 
members appointed to help in several aspects of Society affairs. The 
burden carried by these members has steadily increased as a consequence 
of the continued growth of the Society. It is a pleasure to renew our 
Sincere thanks to the Assistant Editor, Dr. R.W. Sutherst, to the Assistant 
secretary and News Bulletin Editor, Mr. P. Ferrar, to members of the 
Editorial Board, and to the convenors and members of special committees. 


We would also wish to record our appreciation of the major 
contributions made by two members of the Executive who retired during 
the year: Mr. R.T.G. Greaves (Treasurer, August 1969-June 1973), and

The 
meeting agreed (Taylor/Watson) that the text of any submission to the National 
Population Enquiry be published in the News Bulletin.
